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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants contend that Boden et al do not teach 
or suggest the aspect of binding the plurality of business operations to a component outside of the dataflow diagram. In response, it is 
noted in col. 5 lines 20-22, "A FlowMark workflow model consists of the following types of program activities and process activities. A 
program activity has a program assigned to perform it." Furthermore, col. 7 lines 29-31 discloses "In the FlowMark workflow manager, 
program means a computer-based application program that supports the work to be done in an activity..." Consequently, the Examiner 
interprets this to be that the workflow manager consists of program activities, and those activities have associated with them computer- 
based application programs. These application programs are not part of the process diagram, consequently, they are considered to be 
separated from the diagram. Furthermore, Applicants contend that Lau is not analogous to Boden et al., however, the Examiner contends 
that Lau is still a data modeling tool, and as such, constitutes analogous art to the modeling tool of Boden et al. 
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
